Voices Demand For World 
Confer­

Geneva. Sept. 5.—Speaking before 
tho league of nations assembly, Prim e 
Minister MacDonald of Great Britain 
voiced a demand for a world confer­ 
ence on land disarm am ent and called 
upon the league to prepare the ground 
for such a conclave. 
The English premier declared that 
Vineries had taken the first step to­ 
ward 
naval 
reduction, and added; 
The subject of land arm am ents is 
more complicated. 
If such a confer­ 
ence were summoned now it would 
ail. 
The league's role now is to pre­ 
pare the 
ground. 
All nations here 
present m ort begin preparations Two 
points art' essential. 
First, that all 
countries 
be 
represented: 
second, 
that the con feree 
be held in Europe, 
a-here heads of governments here can 
participate.” 
MacDonald 
made 
arbitration 
the 
Keynote of his speech. 
He insisted 
that Great Britain was intensely In­ 
terested in the problem of security, 
and added: 
“But we do not believe 
that military alliances can bring &e- 
urity.” 
Such 
alliances, 
he 
said. 
would bring the world back to the 
situation which existed before 1914. 
Pacts 
based 
on 
a 
m ilitary 
basis 
would break up the league. 
Through 
the league, he declared, it was hoped 
to lay purely and finally the founda­ 
tions of peace. 
The future happiness 
of the world must be based on agree­ 
ments reached 
through 
the 
league. 
Warning against attem pting to base 
peace upon 
force he said: 
“If we 
an not devise a system of abitration 
then do not let us fool ourselves that 
we are going to have peace.*’ 
“Our American friends happily are 
roe from many 
of our difficulties. 
Europe in the past few years has not 
offered America many happy pages, 
MacDonald concluded. "The presence 
of Americans was one of the most 
helpful factors at the London confer­ 
ence, which already has changed the 
European situation. 
There is always 
welcome place for Americans her®. 
Germany also can got remain outside 
the league.”
